HOUSING DEVELCPMENT 

Mr. §S. T. O'Kelly, Minister for Jocal 
Government and Public Health, expressed his 
gratification at the work that had been done 
in regard to housing in Bray for the welfare 
of the working classes. To his mind, the 
most pressing work of a soctal character that 
needed to be undertaken by the Govern- 


ment was the’ housing of the poor 
people. When they had assumed office he 
had been told by the President that the 


sooner he srovided them with a Housing Bill 
the sooner he would be pleased. The Hous- 
ing Bill, With the assistance of Mr. McCarron 
and the staff, had been passed in the month 
of August, 1932, and he thought. that in 
view of the rapid development of housing in 
the country since then, the bill was a good 
one. 

Mr. O’Kelly paid a high tribute to Mr. 

E. P. McCarron, Secretary to the Department 
of Local Government, and his staff, for the 
manner in which they had framed the bill, 
and the way in which they had helped to 
carry out the housine programme. 
Mr. O'Kelly said that Ins message from the 
Government was that whatever money was 
necessary to provide proper houses at rents 
which. the people could afford, should be 
found, and they were determined to find it. 
He believed they would have the backing of 
the people in that policy. Krom time to 
time he had asked the Executive Council for 
money, and some millions of money had 
been allocated to the purpose during the last 
three or four years; and although the claims 
had been criticised by the Department of 
Finance in order to ensure that value would 
be provided for the money, the claims had 
never been refused. 


28,000 HOUSES COMPLETED 


He thought the present Government would 
leave behind it, in the matter of housing, a 


A 
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record that it would take other Governments 
many years and a lot of bother to beat. It 
was gratifying, he added, to see how Bray 
had done in the matter of housing. 

Mr. O'Kelly gave figures relating to the 
position of housing development in the coun- 
try at the present time. Up to the 31st of 
last month, under the 1932 Act, 28,438 houses 
had been built in the Free State, while 13.156 
were in the course of construction. In addi- 
tion, 4,558 were reconstructed by small 
farmers and labourers. and 9,418 were in the 
course of reconstructicn. ‘The total all over 
the Free State erected reconstructed and in 
the course of reconstruction was 55,550 houses. 


THE SLUMS 


The Minister said that there was a disposi- 
tion everywhere to hely the local authorities 
in the matter of local housing schemes. He 
had found that feeling in every party and in 
all classes. The people did not stint the 
taxes they had to pay where the building of 
houses was concerned, and the Press had 
helped materially in educating public opinion 
to the need and importance of that splendid 
work, 

Until the slums and the abominably un- 
healthy and insanitary hovels had been 
cleared their first duty was to the slum- 
dweller. 

He expressed his pleasure at the name 
selected for the new housing area. If there 


was ever a name deserving the honour of 
every decent, good citizen of this country 


it was that of Wolfe Tone, who had sacrificed 
evervthing for Ireland. 

Proposing the toast of “The Prosperity of 
Bray,” the Minister congratulated the Urban 
Council, the Medical Officer, Council staff, 
and the contractor (Mr. C. 8. Downey, 
Waterford) on the excellent manner fn 
which the scheme was carried through. 


- SETTING A HEADLINE 


Mr. J. Dunne (District Councillor) said 
the Government had done more for the 
working classes in regard to housing thay 
had been done for the last forty years. 

Mr. Sean McCall, Town Clerk of Bray; 
Mr. E. M. Murphy, and Dr. H. Raverty, 
M.O.H., also responded. 

Mr. J. Duffv provosed the toast of “The 
Guests,’’ and Mr, Seamus Moore, T.D., re- 
sponding, said the time was now almost fixed 
when the disappearance of slum dwellings 
had almost come.

THE NEW HOUSES 
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GAS IN ALL ROOMS 


The Bray scheme embraces thirteen 
additional houses now in the final stages of 
construction, and it is interesting to note that 
gat’ has been installed in all the rooms. Ex 
ternally the houses. present a pleasant com- 
bination of solidity, warmth and variety, 
achieved by blends of concrete and red brick- 
work, and red concrete roofing tiles. The 
materials were mainly Trish-made. 

The number of working-class houses erected 
under previous schemas was 367. There are 
at present in course of erection and to be 
erected 286, making a total of 653. In the 
housing survey prepared by the medical officer 
of health and the surveyor in 1928 the number 
of insanitary houses was 560, and since then 
there have been erected 102 houses, in course 
of erection 286, total 388, leaving to complete 
the number required according to the survey— 
162. All houses built prior to 1928 were sold 
to the tenant purchasers, and the weekly in- 
stalments of the annuities to repay the pur- 
chase price agreed upon ranged from ls. ód. 
to lls. 6d. During the Commissioner's time 
slum clearance schemes were carried out in 
Little Bray and Purcell’s square, by which 
95 old houses were thrown down and the 
occupiers transferred to new  four-roomed 
houses, at 8s. per week. including rates, and 
three-roomed houses at 6s. ner week, including 
rates. The all-in cost of V.ittle Bray clearance 
area and new buildings thereon was £55,000. 
equivalent to £462 per house. and of 26 
houses at Cill Manntain Park £10,400, equiva- 
lent to £400 per house. 


THE COST 


The new scheme which was opened 
yesterday consists of 274 houses (102 three- 
roomed and 172 fonr-roomed), at an all-in cost 
of £104,906 or £383 per house, and these 
houses can be let at És. per weelx, plus rates. 
i.e., 7s. per week for four-roomed houses, with 
bathroom, and 4s a week, plus rates, 1.c., 6s. 
per week for three-roomed houses. 


THE CONTRACTORS 


Mr. C. 8. Downey, Waterford, was the 
general contractor. 

Messrs. Charles Tennant and Co. (I.F.S.), 
Commercial Buildings, Dublin, sup- 
plied the artificial Portland cement which 
was used exclusively in the scheme.

THE WARBLE FLY 
COMPULSORY DRESSING 
OF CATTLE 


As a result of a conference between the 
agricultural experts of the British Govern- 
ment, the Northern Jreland Government and 
the Irish Free State Government, compulsory 
dressing of cattle against the warble fly will 
be introduced almost simultaneously in the 
three States. If this measure is as successful 
as is anticipated, the importation into Britain 
of warbled cattle will be prohibited in 1937 
of 1958 by a triparite arrangement. 

An official of the Free State Department 
of Agriculture stated yesterday that the 
Order for.the dressing of cattle would be 
issued by them within the next few days, and 
the date for beginning the 
would probably be March Ist.
